Some Gentlemen are of the Opinio 
that if you fend fuch a Number of ae 
duftrious labouring People as ¢hefe are, te 
our Colonies on the Coritinent, they thal 
injure our Trade

and Foreign Nations, fugh as the Dus 
Gueldre, the Saxons, and Silefians, the Poles,

their Neighbours with it—That our Export when you come to plant more People among © 


to the Baltick fenfiby declines, and in a th 


little time more will be quite loft. That 
the Confequence of this will be, that the 
People of Virginiggleflening their Plantation 
of Tobacco, and converting the Lands to 
the common Ufes of Family-Subfiftence, the 
Multitude of Hands, now employ’d ia plant- 
ing Tobacco, will neceflarily want Work; and 
the Confequence of that will be, that they 
will fall into our Englifh Manufa&ures— 
And fo invade that noble Branch of our 
Tradeto America, I mean our Exportation 
of Woollen Goods, on which the great Ar- 
ticle of our Trade depends. 

As to New England, New York, New Fer 
fy, and Penfilvania, the great Produce of 
thefe Countries, and indeed the Main of 
their Trade, are Horfes, Flower or Meal, 
Peas, Beef, Park, Fifh, and Beer— 
Thefe they fend to the \flands, where they 
plant little or none, but depend upon thefe 
Colonies for thei¢ very common Supply — 
Their Trade to Eugland is (mall, compar’d 
tothis; the Furrs and Skins of Bzafts, «hich 
was their firft and great Wealsh, is funk 
low ia Quantity, the Beaver funk entirely 
here in its Demand—The Timber and Deal 
Trade Jies in the Birth, and bas no Strength 
so bring forth. hope, 1 may ailude to the 
Text in it; for it {ems to be furaifh’d by 
Providence as an ineftimable Treafure to 
enrich this Nation, and enlarge thofe Colo- 
nies, and GOD has not yet given usa Spirit 
to undertake it—But in Oppofition to the 
firong Summons given us by our Reafon 
and our Jatereft, we let it lie negle@ed— 
For which, I doubt not, our Pofterity will 
call as Fools, and prove us fo, by being 
wifer themfelves. 

Now it is evident, that our Iflands not 
encreafing in Trade, mor indeed cam they en- 
creafe, and the Produce of the ‘Continent 
encreafing every Year, by planting and 
curing larger Tras of Land, to which they 
have no Bounds 4 as the Quantity already 
is fufficient to fupply the Colonies, that 
Quantity enereafing muft glut that Trade 
—and the Provifions want a Vent-— The 
Confequence of this, SAY THEY, mift 


em- 

This is the Opinion of thefe Gentlemen, 
that argue againft fettling them upon our 
Colonies on the Continent of 4merica— 
I confefs, I do not agree with them in 
Judgment ; I fhall take a Time.to fet my 
Reafons down at largea——~But at prefent I 
name only this; I humbly conceive, that 
neither the Export of their Produce is yet 
fully extended, nor is their beft Produce 
yet fully examin’d——And whenever you 
fhall think fit to make Laws of Commerce 
here, fuitable to the encouraging your Co- 
lonies on the Continent of America, they 
have yet Treafures of Trade, which are hie 
therto hardly open’d, by which they fhail 
both enrich us and employ themfelves, to 
much more Advantage than ere&ing our 
Manufaétures there—— Nor can it be fug- 
gefted, that while the Price of Mens La- 
bour is at the Rate of 4 4. and $ d. per diem, 
any Invafion cin be made upon our Manu- 
fa&tures to our D-triment. 

Again, I'll take the J.iberty to ftate one 
Cafe, that. fhall overthrow the whole No- 
tion———As you trade now to your Colc- 
nies, you advance upon your Manufa@ures 
generally (peaking, too per Cems. and your 
Exchange of Monies, that little that runs, 
is generally at 35. 40. and 45 per Cent. 
And the Reafon of this is evident, becaufe 
the fmall Returns they have tomake you 
of their own Produce dire&tly for England, 
makes the Lofshome, to require the great 
Profit outward, 

Now, while your Manufa@ures fell there 
to fo large an Advance, and the poor Pede 
ple confequently buy them very dear, there 
may be fome Encouragement for them to 
mike their own Goods, and fo hurt our 
Manufa&ures— But if thefe Colonies, by 
the Improvement of their Produce, fhould 


fiad a Way to make their Return to us, 


larger than our Export to them, the Cafe 
would immediately alter ; for as the Value 
of their Goods here would leffen the Lofs 
home, fo the Export out would fall in its 
Advance—And the Profit would be the

I think, I need notexplain thefe Things 
here, and the Courfe of what I fhall fay 
upon this, in the Affair of our Plantation- 
Trade, wifi fully exptain it— But that Jam 
upon now is this} Can the Produce of New 
‘England, New Yerk, Ge. be fo enlarg’d, 
and the Trade fof it hither fo enconrag’d, 
as to give thema-full Return for our Export 
of Manufa@ores to them at a Pe,.or but 
little Lofs, you will then fell your Manu- 
faGures for 80 per Cent. lefs in Advance 4 
andif you reduce them to that, you need 
never apprehend the People there falling 
into them ? —— They cao never do it, 
tho’ you fent them a Million of People, for 
they can never under-work you. 

What was the Reafon, that in Scotland, 
after the Union-open’d the Trade between 
the Nations, almoftall the Attempts made 
there to fet up the Woollen Manufa&ures, 
Janguith’d, and funk to nothiog ; but be- 
caule the Englifb having the Materials more 
at hand, and being already in the Trade, 
crowded their Goods into Scotland, and 
tho’ the Scots will work as cheap as any 
Body, yet under-foldthem? 

Wheneverthe Produce of America, whe- 
ther Timber, Deal, Mafts, Hemp, Flax, 
Pitch, Tar, Copper, or Iron, comes to be 


encourag’d here, fo that the Quantities we 


take fhail equal the Export, and bring the 
Trade toa reafonable Balance, your Manu
